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Collision In Michigan 


A head-on collision in Michigan between po- 
litico-taxers and industry will have the good 
effect of jarring citizens of other states into the 
realization that free enterprise cannot be chain­ 
ed down. 
The president of General Motors has served 
warning on the governor of Michigan that new 
taxes can drive further GM investment out of 
the state. This reflects a state of mind which 
newspaper surveys have found to be common 
among spokesmen for the automobile industry. 
They are turning against Mighigan. 
The conflict between them and a state ad­ 
ministration whose views border on business- 
baiting represents an issue of grave import­ 
ance in the United States. 
Those who create an atmosphere in which 
free enterprise can flourish are in conflict with 
those who take the attitude that free enterprise 
is only a beast of burden to be whipped and 
abused at will because it cannot escape. 
The kind of politician who has this Old World 
attitude is in a battle to the death with people 
who create the wealth on which politics feeds. 
In a significant speech just one year ago. on 
April 30, 1956, the executive vice president of 
the Ohio Chamber of Commerce, Herschel C. 
Atkinson, told the U. S. Chamber of Commerce 
the time had come for businessmen to battle 
openly for men’s minds. 
“The people of business,” he said, “are the 
revolutionaries today by their development of 
new products, their projects of new markets, 
their instilling in people everywhere the desire 
for new ways and new things.” 
Mr. Atkinson advised businessmen to lock 
horns with politicians. He advised them to re­ 
member how Ohioans in a referendum on sup­ 
plemental unemployment benefits, which had 
been invented in Michigan, voted down what 
Michigan politicians thought would be a shoo- 
in — and might have been if Ohio businessmen 
had knuckled under. 
The president of Genera! Motors, speaking 
apparently for others who feel the same way, 
has put it on the line for Michigan’s politico- 
taxers. 
Free enterprise does not have to favor Michi­ 
gan with its wealth - producing activity if it is 
not really wanted there. It can always go to 
Ohio, for instance, where so far the idea has 
been resisted that the thing to do with free 
enterprise is to tax it to death 


The Ohl-Fa^hioned Way 


President 
Eisenhower 
has 
come 
back to 
Washington, it says in the news reports, to 
fight for his legislative program 
This would mean, if true, that there is going 
to be some government on the Potomac in the 
good old-fashioned way. It is overdue. 
Being a realist who learned the futility of 
wishful thinking in the world’s hardest profes­ 
sion, militarism, the President knows he will 
have to fight for everything he gets from now 
on. This is his second term, not his first. He 
cannot stand for re-election. 
The bloom is off the rose, politically speak­ 
ing. Members of the Republican party who 
had to lie low when Mr. Eisenhower’s unprece­ 
dented popularity made disagreement with his 
views dangerous, are standing tall again. Some 
of them are challenging him openly on his 
views. 
The struggle and shuffle for advantage in 1960 
will grow more intense each day, The reaction 
from that 71.8-billion-dollar budget is the big­ 
gest fireworks in the federal government, be­ 
cause it is the Eisenhower 
Administration's 
weakest point. 
# 
In short. President Eisenhower has ceased to 
be a national hero and has become what every 
president of the United States becomes event­ 
ually—a beleaguered party leader fighting for 
his leadership. 
, 
And as is usually the case, the fight is 
fiercest inside his own party, where his suc­ 
cessor must be found and maneuvered into an 
advantageous position. 
To the extent that the president fights for 
his legislative program in the old-fashioned way, 
rewarding his friends and punishing his op­ 
ponents. he will be in intra-party and inter­ 
party politics up to his neck from now- on. 
That is government in the old-fashioned way. 
Those of us who have admired Dwight 
E. 
Eisenhower for being so little like a politician 
in the past are going to revise our standard of 
appraisal in the future. 
The old-fashioned way of government can be 
a pain in the neck, but it is the only way that 
works in the long run.

Duties Offer President Little Vacation Time 


Curious impressions prevail here 
and abroad when President Eisen­ 
hower takes a “vacation.” as in 
Augusta, the last ten days. 
The 
truth is that, 
literally speak­ 
ing, Mr. Eisen­ 
hower n e v e r 
has taken 
a 
“v a c ation” 
from his work. 
Nor has a n y 
o t h e r presi- 
lent been able 
to do it. 
For the pres-

idency is an in-1 
cessant job. The responsibility is 
continuous and unbroken. Actually 
there isn’t a day or night when 
Mr. Eisenhower isn’t in some way 
conducting official business. 
But laterly the sniping against 
the President has come from var­ 
ious quarters. Even the press in 
Britain has grown sarcastic about 
it. Yet, when a British prime 
minister goes every weekend 
to 
his country place, this is consid­ 
ered normal. 
With modern planes, Augusta, is 
less time from Washington than it 
takes for a British prime minister 
to go back and forth by 
auto 
from 
“Chequers,” 
his 
country 
place several miles away f r o m 
London — an hour’s ride 
each 
way. 
But only the uninformed or the 
partisan - minded would accuse a 
British prime minister of taking a 
“holiday” when he goes to his 
country place over the weekend. 
He is never out of touch with what 
is happening throughout the world. 


PRESIDENT EISENHOWER has 
been away from Washington these 
last few days in what is known 
on Capitol Hill as the “Easter re­ 
cess,” because most ,r ambers of 
the House and Senate also depart­ 
ed for various destinations. 
It wasn’t a holiday for most of 
them either, for when they got 
home, they found all sorts of de­ 
mands from constituents who want­ 
ed to talk with them. 
The quality oft he work done by 
President Eisenhower or by any 
other president cannot be 
mea­ 
sured by adding up the list of cal­ 
lers each day. 
The quantity of names on the 
engagement list is no indication of 
how much of the people's business 
is transacted in such visits. 
Most of the people who call on 
a president at the White House 
want something for themselves or 
for the institutions or organizations 
they represent. 
Because Mr. Eisenhower h a s 
succeeded in cutting down on the 
number of such conferences and 
has insisted that the information be 
transmitted to his staff by personal 
visits or in memorandum form, is 


this a sign that he is “shirking” 
his job? 
Many of those who comment on 
Washington 
affairs 
have 
lately 
been emphasizing the President’s 
diminished list of callers or the 
fact that he is away from his desk 
every now and then. 
Rumors are circulated that 
all 
this is because of his health or a 
fixed intention to reduce his work. 


THE TRUTH IS that what Mr. 
Eisenhower has cut down on are 
the needlesst hings that are time­ 
consuming. He has instead permit­ 
ted himself more time for the real 
requirements of the presidential of­ 
fice. 
* 
With private telephones, 
tele­ 
types and quick communication 
by plane for couriers who carry 
important documents, it 
doesn’t 
m atter whether a president is phy­ 
sically at the White House or at 
Augusta or anywhere else. 
On the urgent problems he can 
be reached instantly by members 
of the cabinet. On the m atters of 
lesser importance, memoranda can 
reach him the same day they are 
transmitted to him by subordinate 
officials. 
What a president needs most of 
all is time to think. Under the 
pressure of a list of engagements 
in Washington, there isn’t time to 
think except at night when 
the 
day's duties are over. 
More and more a president of 
the United States ought to be per­ 
mitted detachment from 
detail 
and the burdens of his callers. 
The cry that The president ought 
to see more people depends 
on 
whether what they have to say is 
important 
and constructive 
or 
merely time - consuming. Every 
business executive has the 
same 
problem in allocating his hours 
during the day. 
In the case of the president of 
the United States, there is really 
nothing that cannot be put in mem­ 
orandum form and submitted to a 
trusted official, who can place any 
such document immediately before 
his chief if the contents appear 
to warrant it. 


THE AMERICAN people elected 
and re - elected Dwight Eisenhow­ 
er because they believed him to 
he, above all else, a man of hones­ 
ty and sincerity. 
He wouldn’t remain in office a 
single day if he thought himself 
incapable of serving because 
of 
healthy reasons or if he did not 
feel he could give adequate time 
each day to his responsibilities. 
Judging by the time 
President 
Eisenhower does give to his work 
—and there is plenty of evidence 
of it if the reporters wish to fer­ 
ret it out — the American people 
really owe the President quite a 
bill for overtime on weekdays and 
double time on Saturdays and Sun­ 
days.

Tile County Board of Education 
wishes to make one statement re­ 
garding recent consolidations which 
it made at its meeting, April 16. 
1957. It is hoped that people in 
the districts effected will read this 
with tolerance and much s o b e r 
thought. 
The county hoard created the 
new districts, subject to the Peo­ 
ple's right to remonstrance, for 
several reasons, all of which are 
urgent and important. In regards 
to the proposed new district cre­ 
ated of Franklin Local. Wayne Lo­ 
cal. Salineville Local and Yellow 
Creek Local districts: 
I .—Not a one of these districts 
meets state Board of Education 
requirements for a school district. 
The requirements are two — must 
have at least 240 high school stu­ 
dents and a valuation of $5,000.- 
000 OO. 
2.—The state is severely penal­ 
izing eight-vear districts to force 
consolidation. As a result of these 
penalties a great many eight-year 
districts are rapidly becoming fi­ 
nancially broke. Two of the four 
southern districts will, unless this 
southern merger is successful, find 
it very difficult to open school next 
September. These facts can easily 
be proved. 
3 — Every state Department of 
Education member from the state 
director down who know’s the situ­ 
ation has expressed the ooinion 
that the four southern districts 
must be consolidated. Our state 
Board of Education member along 
with the state department officials 
have said. “Put your four southern 
districts together. That will make 
a fine district and we will not 
break it up.” 
A state department official repri­ 
manded the county board about a 
month ago in the county office. 
“Why haven’t you put those dis­ 
tricts together? What are you wait­ 
ing on**” were his words. 
4 —If legislation is passed per­ 
mitting th0 state Board of Educa­ 
tion to come into the county to re­ 
organize districts, we already know 
what it will do. We have it in 
black ani white. However, it will 
be August, at least, before the 
bill, if passed, becomes a law. It 
could be ater in the fall, To insure 
a sound district now’ so plans can 
be made for school in the fall, 
compelled the county board to act 
now 
This new* district will have a 
valuation of approximately $8,000.- 
000. with approximately 1.350 stu­ 
dents. It will decrease taxes in 
all districts except on whose taxes 
are low and would have to be 
raised by a larger amount if there 
is no merger. 
The site of the new high school 
would be entirely in the hands of 
the new local board of education 


' which would be composed of at 
least one board member from each 
of the present four boards. 
The county board feels that it 
acted wisely and for the best in­ 
terest of the children in all four 
districts. It gave considerable ter­ 
ritory to Wellsville To have given 
more would have left a weak fi­ 
nancial district for the county chil­ 
dren. We contend a high school is 
needed in the southern area of the 
county. Children there deserve to 
have a strong program of educa­ 
tion which will be furnished by 
this new district. 
The people in each of these local 
districts should settle this by their 
own thinking. Outsiders who de­ 
sire to destroy your schools who 
do not live in the county school 
district are scheming and planning 
with anyone who will listen to 
them, not only to break this merg­ 
er up for an adjacent cities bene­ 
fit but also to break up the entire 
county school system. You should 
investigate this outside group to 
see how vicious our opposition is. 
We hope citizens effected by this 
merger will realize such a move 
causes much abuse for the county 
board: yet, it feels it has done 
what is rieht for your children.

Behind The Budget Furor

Representatives of the admin­ 
istration, speaking bcfoie some of 
the Republican regional meetings, 
are now defending the big Eisen­ 
hower budget by saying that all 
the President was trying to do in 
asking for his spending program 
was to carry out the specifications 
of the 1956 Republican platform. 
In fact, this seems to be the 
word now passed out to various 
sympathetic 
commentators 
and 
others to meet the still potent pub­ 
lic protest against an inflationary 
spree of spending. 
Let us see what the 1956 Re­ 
publican platform really said about 
one very important item in the 
President’s program, federal aid 
for school construction. It said:

“Through the White House Con­ 
ference on Education, our Repub­ 
lican administration initiated the 
most comprehensive community- 
state-federal attempt ever made to 
solve the pressing problems of 
primary and secondary education. 
Mni

SO THE U.N. COMPLAINED to 
the American government. Harry 
Truman called in Phil Murray. 
But the AFL and CIO themselves 
were feuding up on top. So the en­ 
gineers’ feud rolled on and U. N. 
broadcasting frequently was black­ 
ed out. Once the U N actually was 
picketed in this jurisidictional dis­ 
pute. 
Came the AFL-CIO merger in 
1955 and the I BEW and N'ABET 
were in the same house of labor— 
not exactly sharing rooms but still 
in the big family. 
About a year ago this little 
known power battle came to a 
head. CBS raised its engineers’ 
wages. This kind of thing is catch­ 
ing 
The U. N. engineers went to the 
U N budget office, through its con­ 
tractor. and said, we want more 
money, too. The U N said no. Be­ 
sides. we want better service, they 
added. 
The union complained to U. S. 
Labor Secretary’ Jim Mitchell. He 


“ FOUR THOUSAND communi­ 
ties, studying their school popula­ 
tions and their physical and fi­ 
nancial resources, encouraged our 
Republican administration to urge 
a 5-year program of federal as­ 
sistance in building schools to re­ 
lieve a critical classroom shortage. 
“The Republican party will re­ 
new its efforts to enact a pro­ 
gram based on sound principles of 
need and designed to encourage 
state and local efforts to build more 
classrooms.’’ 
That statement is full of mis­ 
statements of fact and inference. 
I Moreover, it is inconsistent wiih 
several other items in the plat­ 
form. 
In the first place, it is based 
upon a theory which violates com­ 
mon sense and experience—i.e., 
: that by giving federal money to 
states they can be encouraged to 
spend their money for the same 
purpose. 
Already many states are lagging 
in their highway programs because 
they know Uncle Sam is on the 
way with a pot of money. 
In the second place, it is a false 
statement of what the White House 
Conference really was and what it 
said. 


DESPITE the fact that the con­ 
ference was rigged so that the 
final statement of principles and 
findings was written by dedicated 
advocates of federal aid. the ver­ 
dict was this: 
“No state represented has 
a 
demonstrated financial incapacity 
to build the schools it will need 
in the next five years.” 
The 1956 platform also said: 
“We are unalterably opposed to 
unwarranted growth of centralized 


federal 
power. 
We shall carry 
forth the worthy effort of the 
Kestnbaum Commission on Inter­ 
governmental Affairs.” 
If this is true, how can the first 
statement be reconciled with what 
the task force of the Kestnbaum 
Commission reported: 
“ We have not been able to find 
a state which cannot afford to 
make more money available to its 
schools or which is economically 
unable to support an adequate 
school program.” 
The Kestnbaum Commission it­ 
self finally took the position that 
there should be no federal aid ex­ 
cept to st^es with a demonstrated 
need. and only to such states. No 
specific state of that sort has been 
discovered. 


THESE 
JUDGMENTS 
of 
the 
Yyhite House Conference and the 
Kestnbaum Commission were made 
in 1955. 
In that year the secretary of the 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare said that the backlog 
of “needs” was, in 1952-53, no less 
than 312.000 classrooms. In 1957 
the secretary of that department 
auni.ts that the present need has 
fallen to 159,000. 
In other words, the shortage has 
declined 50 per cent by the efforts 
of states and local communities 
alone. 
Therefore, it is fair to assume 
that without federal aid the short­ 
age will disappear by 1960. How in 
this situation could any respon­ 
sible Republican follow the plat­ 
form and vote for a five-year pro­ 
gram of federal aid? 
There are many other contradic­ 
tions in the platform which com­ 
pletely negate any assertion that 
Republican members of Congress 
are bound to support the Eisen- 
ower budget. 
Indeed, in the light of the plat­ 
form’s lack of truth and sincerity, 
any decent public servant is justi­ 
fied in ignoring it.

COLUMBUS, Ohio MWThe Ohio 
House has passed and sent to the 
Senate by a shaky one-vote m ar­ 
gin 
a 
bill 
to make vandalism 
against public utility facilities a 
penitentiary offense. 
The m easure, frankly inspired 
by vandalism incidents during tnt 
recent strike against Ohio Consoli­ 
dated Telephone Co. by the Com­ 
munications Workers of America 
Union, squeaked through a weary 
House by a 71-48 vote. It needed 
lit votes for passage. 
Final action Tuesday came after 
the House had been in 
session 
nearly 4 4 hours. 
Principal opposition cam e from 
veteran Rep. A. G. Lancione <D- 
Belmont) who warned: “ In this 
bill you may be making a felony 
out of a dam age that might amount 
to only two cents.” 
Lancione was objecting chiefly 
to the fact the proposed new law 
sets up no lighter penalty for triv­ 
ial damage. 
But Rep. Joseph E. Lady (R- 
Hardin), sponsor of the bill, told 
the House: “ This bill is designed 
principally to be a deterrent to 
vandalism ." 
Under the bill, violators would 
be fined not less than $100 or more 
than $2,000 and imprisoned not less 
than one year nor more than three 
years.

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state, county and municipal public 
works. Cleveland has commitments 
for $16 million for future projects. 
The federal law also provides 
that owners of buildings in so­ 
called blighted areas may borrow 
money on long-term, low-interest 
mortgages from the Federal Hous­ 
ing Authority to bring their prop­ 
erties up to standard, Yeilding 
said. 
But before the special loans are 
available, the city must act of­ 
ficially to set up a renewal pro­ 
gram 
and designate “blighted” 
areas. 
In certain cases, the law per­ 
mits the municipality to receive 
credit as part of its participation 
for improvements in s c h o o l s , 
streets, sewers and water lines 
that are started after the urban 
renewal program is initiated. 
But credit cannot be given for 
work already accomplished, al­ 
though an amendment has been 
considered that would take into 
account any major improvement 
finished up to five years prior to 
start of an urban renewal pro­ 
gram. 
Reviewing the steps from the 
beginning, Yeilding said a com­ 
munity’s leaders first must de­ 
termine their city needs a renewal 
program. Then the initial study of 
problems and proposed solutions 
must be made, either by a local 
resident or a hired agency. 
The third step is preparation of 
the detailed plan for submission to 
the federal government, explain­ 
ing what building and 
electric 
codes the city has and how they 
are enforced; a plan for future 
land use for “every square foot 
of the city,” designating industrial, 
residential, institutional and public 
service property; an analysis of 
“citizen participation” s h o w i n g 
what groups are behind the pro­ 
gram; an explanation of how dis 
placed families will be rehoused 
and data on the public and pri 
vate financing available to make 
the program a reality. 
“This document is the first rea 
step because it lays down a defi 
nite guide,” Yeilding said. “The 
federal government says if there 
is no workable program, the com­ 
munity is not eligible for aid.” 
“If a blighted area Is comprisec 
predominately of housing, you can 
wipe out the housing and sell the 
area for any other use. “If you 
wipe out commercial and indus­ 
trial property, you must replace 
it 
predominately 
with 
housing. 
That’s the basic principle of the 
program — to create modern hous 
Ing. 
“But if the result isn’t a sound 
investment, you will end up with a 
vacant piece of land. The proposed 
reuse of the land must be a sound 
investment. Detroit and Philadel 
phia both cleared big areas that 
stood vacant for several years.” 
Yeilding said Cleveland initiated 
its renewal program when it start­ 
ed to bid for a $100 million plant 
planned by the Ford Motor Co., 
but was told the city could not be 
considered because its labor re­ 
serve was too low. 
Cleveland officials realized they 
must provide more and b e t t e r 
housing for emigrating workers, 
plus better community facilities 
like schools, to attract new fam­ 
ilies. 
The result was a project in 
which 1,500 families were reloca­ 
ted from a slum area to make way 
for new h o u s i n g . Experience 
showed 75 per cent of the families 
relocated voluntarily, while the 
majority of the rest were placed 
in public housing. 
Before receiving federal a i d, 
Cleveland financed its initial plan­ 
ning by an $82 million fund sub- 
s c r i b e d by 83 major industrial 
firms in the area. The money went 
into a revolving fund of the Cleve­ 
land Development Foundation, a 
non-profit corporation that s i n c e 
has guaranteed many additional 
projects for redevelopment. 
“I recommend a group such as 
this as a nucleus to decide what 
the existing problems are and 
what the objectives of redevelop­ 
ment will be,” Yeilding said. “With 
a general concept from composite 
thinking, a report can be present­ 
ed, financed by a private group, to 
persuade the citizens to get behind 
an urban renewal effort. Then the 
city administration can 
establish 
an urban renewal agency to work 
out a program.” 
In response to a question, 
he 
said 
federal aid would not be 


available for helping establish new 
residential areas on what is most­ 
ly vacant ground unless the pro­ 
ject “cleared up a certain per cen­ 
tage of slums in the new area.” 
Answering another question, he 
said the State Legislature has giv­ 
en cities the right of eminent do­ 
main for redevelopment projects, 
permitting the municipalities to 
condemn property and acquire it 
by court action if they c a n n o t 
agree on a price with the owners. 
Responding to another query, 
Yeilding said a street p r o j e c t 
could be credited entirely toward 
the city’s share of a project only 
if it laid entirely within the boun­ 
daries of the area under redevel-: 
opment. But, for instance, if the 
street formed the boundary of a 
blighted area, the city could re­ 
ceive credit for 50 per cent of its 
cost as part of its 
participation 
in the redevelopment. 
He was asked if areas that now 
are primarily residential might be 
cleared and converted for indus­ 
trial use. Yeilding said the feder-| 
a1 government’s action would de­ 
pend mainly upon the description 
of the terms “slum,” “blight” and 
“sub-standard” in local ordinan­ 
ces setting up the development au­ 
thority. 
As the meeting closed, Cooper 
pledged the Chamber to continue 
working for the urban renewal 
program. 
“Either we determine to s t o p 
our progress in the wrong direction 
or the community will die,” 
he 
said. “But we will progress — IO 
years from now East Liverpool will 
be a better place to live and 
work,” he added.

Pietranton was 
tried again in Brooke County on 
an indictment involving the same 
check, but charging larceny by 
embezzlement. After one trial end­ 
ed in a hung jury, Pietranton was 
re-tried in 1953. convicted and sen­ 
tenced to 1-10 jrears in the peni­ 
tentiary. 
But that conviction, as well as 
a civil judgment against Pietran­ 
ton in the same case, was also 
set aside by the Supreme Court. 
The disbarment proceeding was 
filed in Hancock County in Octo­ 
ber 1955 The case was heard by 
Judge Decatur H. Rodgers of Mar­ 
tinsburg. who handed down the de­ 
cision annulling Pietranton’s li­ 
cense to practice. 
In its brief yesterday, the com­ 
mittee on legal ethics said: 
“ The physical evidence created 
by defendant himself is such that 
he must have deceived his client! 
or his co-counsel, and that to sol 
seriously deceive either for per-j 
sonal gains is grounds for disbar-! 
ment.” 
Iacuone had s a i d Pietranton1 
withheld the $2,833, telling him it 
was needed to bribe an insurance 
company attorney. Pietranton con­ 
tended the money was merely the 
remainder due on his fee. 
Another attorney in the case with 
Pietranton, Frank A. O’Brien, said 
he received $3,083 from Pietranton 
and that Pietranton told him that 
was half of the attorneys’ fees. 
The committee’s brief pointed 
out that the cas» has been decided j 
against Pietranton five times — 
by three juries counting the civil 
case, by Judge Rodgers and by 
the committee itself.

New (^ar Sales Fail 
To Harden Notably

NEW YORK UT — April has 
brought business little more than i 
shower of hope 
Times are still 
good. But they aren’t getting bet-; 
ter, since the traditional spring 
pickup failed to take shape. 
Businessmen today mostly look 
for a continuance of the leveling 
off 
period 
into 
the 
sum m er- 
thankful that so far it is proving 
to be so mild. The ray of hope- 
brightest in Wall Street—centers 
on another tfaditional pickup date. 
Labor Day. 
Earnings reports for the 
first 
three months of the year, while 
better than some expected, show 
that the number of firms who had 
increased profits over a year ago 
barely tops the number who had 
declines. 
In a number of industries the 
backlog of orders sustains near 
capacity operations. 
But an in­ 
creasing number of firms report 
that the volume of new orders is 
dropping 
Inventory cutting continued to 
be a major business practice in 
April, with the end still not defin­ 
itely sighted. 
The number of firms who are 
shortening their work weeks and 
tightening employe rolls continues 
to increase. In spite of rising wage 
scales, 
therefore, 
total 
income 
from paychecks hasn’t gained in 
April as was first hoped. 
Most disappointing, perhaps, has 
been the failure of two outstand­ 
ing soft spots to harden notably. 
Home building and new car sales 
didn’t take their traditional spurt 
in April. 
Construction 
men 
see 
small 
chance of home building equalling 
last year’s mark. They complain 
most 
of 
tight 
money, 
although 
lending groups think that demand 
is off for other reasons—partly be­ 
cause shortages are mostly things 
of the past, partly because build­ 
ing costs are so high. 
Auto makers, w h o have had 
their 
fingers 
on 
the 
pulse 
of 
spring for weeks now, have about 
written off a spring pickup as a 
factor in their business. 
The picture in the basic indus­ 
tries has been as mixed as the 
I weather this April. 
Most steel companies have re­ 
ported increased earnings so far 
this year, thanks both to good de­ 
mand and higher prices. But new 
orders, except for heavy plate and 
structural steel, have dropped off. 
And so has production. 
In the 
steel industry the talk now is of a 
pickup in the fall. 
But the oil industry, the aircraft 
makers, the electrical equipment 
and business machine firms have 
been having a little boom of their 
own. 
Thanks to higher prices for their 
products and to a big European 
demand, many of the big oil com­ 
panies have reported record earn­ 
ings. 
Merchants report 
their spring 
trade slightly ahead of a year 
ago, with higher prices account­ 
ing for most of the gain.

A study of passenger car tolls 
is under way, and a a turnpike 
commission m e e t i n g Tuesday 
Chairman JaTnes W. Shocknessy 
remarked that he thought “an in­ 
crease of a couple of mills (per 
mile* w’ould be acceptable” and 
would not hurt traffic volume. 
The commission is to meet later 
this month to act on the study 
report. 
A two-mill boost in the present 
1.24 cent - a - mile passenger toll 
would represent a 16 per cent 
hike and would bring in about 
$1,300,000 more a year, according 
to Shocknessy’s estimates. For a 
ride the full length of the f41-mile 
turnpike, the present rate of $3 
would go up to $3 48 if the two- 
mill hike is adopted. 
Although turnpike receipts are 
up 20 per cent this year over last 
y^ar, which was the first full 
calendar year of turnpike opera­ 
tion, the commission needs more’ 
money than the toll road is taking 
in. 
Each year $10,500,000 is needed 
for interest payment; 
operating 
expenses are running $4,500,000; 
another $600,000 is needed for bond 
retirement; and consulting engi­ 
neers have recommended that $1,- 
378,000 be put aside for a reserve 
maintenance fund.

Slated On Tax 
Stamps, Dogs 


Whittles Away At 
Measure On County 
Government Setup

COLUMBUS. Ohio iJB-The “rev 
elution’’ is on in the Ohio Legis­ 
lature, albeit a milder form than 
which shook czarist Russia on a 
May day 39 years ago. 
House members, weary of toeing 
the line for 17 long weeks, struck 
a blow for independence Tuesday. 
The 
results, 
to 
the 
politically 
orthodox, were appalling. 
By coincidence, the House has 
scheduled for floor votes Wednes­ 
day two of the session’s hottest 
bills—the age-old vivisection issue 
and the highly controversial ques­ 
tion of whether to abolish the use 
of stamps in the collection of the 
state sales tax. 
The House started out Tuesday 
by smacking down a proposed 
change in the Constitution to per­ 
mit 
“metropolitan 
federations’’ 
which could have crossed county 
lines. 
Then it whittled away at a bill 
to change the form of county gov­ 
ernment until only a skeleton re­ 
mained. When passed, the bill pro­ 
vided only for the appointment of 
county administrators and that an 
appointee to a board of county 
commissioners must be of the 
same political party as his prede­ 
cessor. Gone was the provision 
that a county might have five or 
seven commissioners instead of 
the three now provided by law. 
The manner in which House 
members—Republicans and Demo­ 
crats alike—sliced away at the 
county commissioner bill was per­ 
haps the most blood-curdling inci­ 
dent of Tuesday’s legislative re­ 
bellion. Nothing like it has been 
seen on the House floor in years. 
The House did, after a long Re­ 
publican caucus, approve, 111-24, 
a proposal to amend the Constitu­ 
tion to permit the creation of 
countywide governments — em­ 
bracing municipalities and town­ 
ships — by majority vote of a 
county’s residents. 
The proposal now goes to the 
Senate where a three-fifths favor­ 
able vote is needed to put it on 
November’s ballot. A majority of 
the voters could make it a part of 
the Constitution. 
But, in line with its rebellious 
attitude of the day, the House 
shunted aside a bill to make street 
and highway right-of-way buying 
cheaper. This would have been 
done by curbing the right of real 
estate owners to improve their 
properties if they are notified offi- 
cally that their land will, some­ 
time in the future, be used for 
road purposes. The bill was refer­ 
red to the House Highways Com­ 
mittee. 
The rebellion, however, didn’t 
extend to the Ohio Senate. 
In the upper House, a bill back­ 
ed by the administration of Gov. 
C. William O’Neill passed after 
its Monday defeat was reconsid­ 
ered.

CLEVELAND JP — The Cleve­ 
land Electric Illuminating Co. said 
it will maintain normal service to 
its 520.000 customers during a 
strike called at midnight Tuesday 
by the 2.600-member Utility Work­ 
ers Union. 
Barring a major breakdown or 
violent storms there will be no 
interruption of service, according 


to a CEI spokesman. Supervisory 
personnel will operate the generat­ 
ing plants 
Despite assurances, emergency 
mobile power units were at a pre­ 
mium. Companies dealing in rent­ 
al of power units reported large 
numbers of inquiries from indus­ 
trial and business firms 
Hospitals, most with their own 
source of power in addition to CEI 
lines, were reported to have ade­ 
quate protection against a com­ 
plete blackout.

Launching, Device 
Of U. S. Satellite 
Tested In Florida 
WASHINGTON <itv-A "high a1- 
titude 
separation 
test" 
of 
the 
launching vehicle for the U. S 
earth satellite was carried out 
today at the Air Force missile 
test center at Cape Canaveral, 
Fla., the Navy announced. 
Only two stages of the planned 
three-stage rocket were involved, 
the Navy said. 
A Viking rocket, the 14th and 
last to be made by the Martin 
Co. of Baltimore, was used for the 
first stage. A “medium-sized solid 
propellant rocket similar to the 
one being planned for the third 
stage 
of 
the 
actual 
satellite 
launching vehicle” was the sec­ 
ond stage. 
The

said 
the 
Viking 
reached a peak velocity of 3,500 
miles an hour, then coasted to the 
peak of its trajectory about 120 
miles above the ocean, where the 
smaller rocket was fired in a 
horizontal direction. 
The experiment was designed to 
check methods of high altitude 
separation to be used in the ve­ 
hicles which will attempt the ac­

Spending Be Cut 
To 1955 Levels 


WASHINGTON 
(fl—Sen. 
Byrd 
(D-Va.) said today that if Con­ 
gress would cut President Eisen-; 
bower’s spending budget back to 
1955 levels it could reduce taxes 
$6,355,000,000. 
“ It is possible we cannot reach 
the 1955 level in the coming year,” 
he said in a speech prepared for 
the annual meeting of the U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce, “ but we 
can work toward that goal.” 
Calling 
Eisenhower’s 
proposed 
$71,800,000,000 outlay for the fiscal 
year beginning July I “ the most 
irresponsible budget submitted in 
my day." 
Byrd said Congress' 
goal should be a return to the 
$65,600,000,000 spent in the year 
beginning July I, 1954. 
If that level could be reached, 
the Virginia senator said, there 
also could be a payment of two 
billion 
dollars 
on

debt. 
Byrd, who heads the Senate Fi­ 
nance Committee, broke down his 
tax reduction proposals this way: 
Lower income bracket—an in­ 
crease from $600 to $700 in in­ 
come tax exemptions, saving all

bracket—Revi­

sequent one-billion-dollar tax cut.
